R. de Witt Scott Spoke on "Dm 
KapitaL" 

"SOCIALIST MOVEMENT." 

Karl Marx Bet Forth Position of 
Socialists in his Book. 



One of the most Interesting and 
profitable evening* was spent by the 
members of the Historical Club Jast 
night. After the business was dispos- 
ed of, the President called upon Mr. 
R. de Witt Scott to give his paper on 
"Das Kapltal," by Karl Marx. Mr. 
Scott spoke as follows: 

In these days of strife and confu- 
sion, when men are brought face to 
face with vital truths and naked re- 
alities, an ideal is regarded with more 
or less cynicism. It seems Intangible 
— as beautiful, perhaps, a B a rainbow 
but as difficult to grasp, always mov- 
ing away from us as we approach the 
place where it seemed to be. More- 
over, an Ideal Is the subject-matter 
for so much rhetoric that nearly evf 
ery Ideal Is obscured by the praise 
or disparagement that lias been be- 
stowed upon it. And yot I think that 
even at this (Imc, we may be able so 
to concentrate our attention upon the 
growth and effects of an ideal that we 
may In the end appreciate what It 
meant to those whom first It moved. 

It is therefore an Ideal that I pro"- 
pose to speak of to-night.. Not . the 
programme of any socialist political 
party, for Uiey aro legion, b*ut the con- 
ceptions that' He behind all such pro- 
grammes. For just as it is possible 
to distinguish Mohammedanism from 
Christianity without dlacusslng the 
details of the two creeds, bo it seems 
to me possible to consider the Social- 
ist attitude without à full statement 
of the progrr(tmes Implied in th; it 
attitude. This position we ' find 'an- 
alyzed and set forth at length In the 
great book of Karl Marx, namely, "DiA 
Kapltal." Here We have the great 
dynamic of the Socialist movement, 
and whatever may be our idea as to 
Its value from the standpoint of a 
mechanic. It nevertheless remains the 
fundamental basis of a theory of so- 
cial evolution. And in the final an- 
alysis, socialism in the modern, scien- 
tific sense, is nothing else than a 
theory of social change, ' development. 

E.er since Darwin . wrote, It has 
been granted that one can under- 
stand an object very well by discov- 
ering Its origin. Even the parents of 
a great man nowadays are given more 
than a few lines in a great man's 
biography. In the 'old days the bio 
grapher dismissed them with a curl 
remark, such as that they were "poor 
but respectable." Now, however, we 
seem to understand even trie, excep 
tlonal genius better by hearing of h!a 
parentage in detail. So of the great 
ideal — the great word, and its inner 
meaning. We shall take Jt as used 
at present, and attempt to express 
what It meant when it first became 
a motive force. This you will see, 
leads us' to the author of ' the book, 
which is our subject this evening. 

Karl Marx was borif .In 1818, on 
the fifth da,y of Jlay, at Treves, 
Prussia, the oldest town In Germany, 
dating back to Roman times. His fa- 
ther was a Jewish lawyer of-- promin- 
ence and great learning; his mother 
the descendant of Hungarian Jews, 
who in the seventeenth century had 
(settled In Holland. On his father's 
side Marx was the descendant of a 
long line of Rabbis, unbroken for 200 
years prior to his father. The'truo 
family name was Mordec'hla, but that 
was abandoned by the grandfather, 
who adopted theaiame of Marx. Either 
shortly before the birth of Karl, or 
shortly afterward, his father received 
notice that he must either forego his 
official position and the practice ot 
his profession, or, with his family, ac- 
cept the Christian faith and baptism. 
Caring nothing for the Hebrew re- 
ligion, steeped In the materialism of 
eighteenth century France, and an ar- 
dent dlsclplo of Voltaire, he did not 
hesitate to submit to the decree, and' 
he and his family were baptized. But 
the son, though he likewise cared no- 
thing- for the .Jewish religion, never 
forgave the slight thus put upon his 
race. He was proud of being a Jew, 
proud of his rabbinical ancestry, and 
perhaps he owed to the latter some 
of his gift of exposition. 

At the earnest behest of hl^father, 
Marx studied law at the .Universities 
of Berlin and Bonn. But "to please 
himself," ho studied history and 
philosophy, and won great distinc- 
tion in those branches of learning. 
Ho graduated in 1841 (at the age of 
23), as a Doctor of Philosophy, with 
a thesis on the philosophy of Eplc- 
tetus, and it was his intention to set-, 
tie down at Bonn as a lecturer In 
philosophy. That plan .was abandon- 
ed partly because he had already dis- 
covered that piis bent was toward 
political activity, -and partly because 
the Prussian government had made 
scholastic independence impossible. 
Accordingly Marx accepted the offer

A meeting of the Montreal 
lurglcal Association was held last 
night at.,8.15 p.m,.' In' the Chemistry 
Building, at which Mr. E. p.'Ma'th- 
ewson, General • Manager of the Brit- 
ish-American Nickel Corporation, de- 
livered an illustrated address on "Re- 
cent Developments of tlfc Nickel Sit- 
uation in Canada," a subject of very 
great interest at the present lime. 

Mr. Mathewson is a graduate of 
McGHI, Solence '85, and is a metal- 
lurgist of international reputation. He 
first went into the history of the dis- 
covery of nickel, its occurrence In na- 
ture, and showed the Importance ot 
the Canadian production of this valu- 
able metal, Canada having produced 
last year 42,000 tons, or 85 8-10 per 
cent, of the ' world's production. He 
also made reference to tho excellent 
report on the subject of nickel by the 
Royal Ontario Nickel Commission at 
Toronto. The various methods of ex- 
tracting nickel from Its, ores and me- 
thods of refining it were described. Its 
uses were then taken up. At the 
present time, 80 per cent, of the 
world's production Is used in nickel 
steel, and the white metais. 

The address was concluded by Mr. 
Mathewson stating that While Canada 
was now the 'greatest producer, In 
the near future It will also be the 
greatest Tefiner of nickel In the world.

of the editorship of a democratic pa- 
per, the Rheinlsh Gazette, in which he 
waged bitter, relentless war upon the 
government. Time after time the cen- 
sors interfered, but Marx was too 
brilliant a polemicist, even thus early 
in his career, for the censors. So, 
finally, at the request of his managers, 
Marx retired. They hoped thus to" 
avoid being compelled to susper/1 
publication, but in vain; the govern- 
ment suppressed the jjaper in March, 
1843. 

In the same year, , Marx married 
Jenny von Westphalen, • who belong- 
ed to a family of good position in 
the official circles of the Rhine conn- 
try. Marx's wife was related on her 
maternal side to the Argyles. It 
was a happy marriage. Through all 
the trials and privations of a revo- 
lutionary career, Marx found In his 
wife a brave, steadfast and sympa- 
thetic companion. 

Soon after his ■ marriage, Marx re- 
moved to -Paris, where he applied

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COLLEGE MEN AND POLITENESS. 



There is a certain type of college man who is becoming in 
creasingly common at. McGill, <o judge from some experiences we 
have met with during t lie last few days. The chief characteristic 
of this student is his almost total disregard of the most elementary 
rules of good conduct and politeness, which he seems to consider 
he is above. Too often men of this type" regard the fact of their 
attending college as a license to behave in a boorish manner towards 
the world in general, by way of making known their complete eman 
cipation from the trammels of school life, and in this way the repu 
tation of the University is damaged at a time when it should be our 
endeavour to keep it up to the highest standard. 

It may now be said to be the exception, rather than the rule, to 
bee a student greet an acquaintance with any salutation other than 
au indistinguishable numble which may, or may not, express pleas- 
sure at the meeting. Should one be so old-fashioned as to attempt 
to keep up the practice of nodding in a friendly fashion to a group 
of men to whom, perhaps, one has never been formally introduced 
tho result is likely to be most discouraging to Jhe would : be "mixer.' 
The time appearg to be past when all McGill men regarded themselves 
as membei^of .one: : brotherhood, and were not afraid to greet as 
friends those whom they knew to bo students at the University. 

We have already referred more than once to the practice on 
; the part of some students of disturbing others at work in the lib- 
rary; the sWe disregard of the rights and feelings of one's fellows 
' îs apparent elsewhere in college life. One of the most detestable 
of habits is the prevalent one . of borrowing the property of others 
without their knowledge or permission. A great many men are to 
be found who imagine thàt sufficient apology is made for such lack 
of manners by .the remark, "Oh, I didn't think you'd, mind." But 
that is just the trouble. They should have taken the trouble to find 
out the owner's views on the subject before making use of his pro 
perty, and it' is the omission of such little amenities that gives 
ground for complaint. 

Men of this University should be particularly careful of their 
actions when before the 'general public, for they will find that out- 
siders are always only too ready to find fault with students aad 
. their ways. Everyone is familiar with the type of college man who 
enters a. street car and proèceds to make merry with his compan- 
ions, his sole object, apparently, being to create a disturbance and 
make himself as obnoxious as possible to all the other occupants 
We have all, doubtless, looked on in silent indignation while the 
misguided youth, pleased with the attention he was attracting 
laughed noisily at his own brilliant (?) sallies, quite unconscious 
of the fact that the onlookers had made up their minds that the 
• average student was about as unpleasant a specimen of manhood as 
they had ever encountered.- This sort of thing is painfully common 
at the present time, and it is the duty of all right-thinking stu- 
dents to combat it. .

In the 
matter of dyes, for instance, with 
what a start! one realizes that, for 
many years, ; tho coal tar so-called 
wastes were poured Into rivers, and 
sewers, unreclaimed, or sold in bulk 
at a trifling price; and all tho while 
chemists and dyers were buying back 
this waste, in the form of derivatives, 
from Germany. The advisability of 
reclaiming used material as well as 
"waste" raw materials, has) been 'for- 
cibly exemplified in Chicago, where the 
superintendent of the house of cor- 
rection has kept his charges at work, 
during the last two years, at sorting 
junk from the various city depart- 
ments. The year previous to the sort- 
ing experiment, the city received $13,- 
OOC from the sale of unclassified junk. 
The first year of the trial of the sys- 
tem produced $86,000 credited to the 
various departments, the city receiv- 
ed over $10,000 for the labor of prison- 
ers, and .$40,000 was set aside for the 
relief of prisoners' families. One 
man reclaimed more than $9.000 
wcrth of platinum during the year. 
Less than $1 was invested In his work- 
ing "equipment."

ENGLISH vs. AMERICAN RUGBY. 



Arguments are frequently heard in 
regard to the comparative rapidity of 
play in American and Rugby styles of 
football. The following compilations 
were made by former Senator D. E. 
Folsom. who is a great sports enthu- 
siast, and these may be accepte* as 
giving a concrete basis for compari- 
son. 

At a game of American football be- 
tween California and Oregon, played 
on California field October 27, 1917, a 
stop-watch was held from which the 
following results were recorded: 

The gome was supposed to - have 
played in four periods of fifteen min- 
utes each. 

Time from kick-off to end of game, 
1 hour 50 minutes 15 seconds. 

Aggregate length of periods, 1 hour 
30 minutes 15 seconds. 

Time out between periods, 20 min- 
utes. 

Time out during periods. 30 min- 
utes 15 seconds. 

Number of plays, 144. 

Ball was moving 8 minutes 52 2-^5 
seconds. 

Average length of plays, 3 5-7 sec- 
onds. 

Longest play, 10 seconds. 

Average length of ten longest plays, 
S 3-5 seconds. ■> 

At a game of Rugby football # be- 
tween Stanford and the Olympic Club, 
played on Stanford field Noverpher 
10, 1917, the following figures were 
obtained: 

The game was played In two halves 
of thirty minutes each. 

Time from kick-off to end of game, 
1 hour 16 minutes 40 seconds. 

Aggregate length 'of the two halves. 
1 hour 4 minutes 15 seconds.

The Impromptu Speaking Contest, 
which took place yesterday in the 
Royal Victoria College, proved very 
successful. 

The first prize, a volume of "Poems 
of To-day," was awarded to Miss L. 
Fowler, of the senior year. The sec- 
ond prize, a copy 'of the "Vicar of 
Wakeflekl," went to Miss D. Mawds- 
ley, a sophomore. Miss Moule, Miss 
Patterson-Smith. Miss Abbott, Miss 
Muir and Miss Lindsay .received Hon- 
orable mention. 

The subjects covered a wide range, 
and were handled with ingenuity, 
showing rapidity of thought and fa- 
cility of expression. 

Miss L. Fowler spoke, as she ex- 
pressed It, "not on automobile 
cranks, but on interesting cranks" — 
cranks suoh as could be thought of 
by all — people who do and say 
queer things. Miss Fowler even dar- 
ed to declare that there are many 
cranks in college, although they 
themselves are not aware of it. She 
closed by saying 'that she hoped, if 
any present were slight cranks, they 
would not follow the example of the 
old man in Maupassant's story, "La 
Licelle," and develop Into real cranks 
and die. 

Miss Mawdsley spoke on "The De- 
lights of Impromptu Speaking." She 
outlined the various delights, such 
as the admiration of one's friends, an- 
ticipation, awaiting your turn, etc. 
These delights seemed of such a 
doubtful character to Miss Mawds- 
ley that .she finished with the story 
of the sergeant, who, having difficul- 
ties In drilling his soldiers, turned to 
his superior officer and said, "This, 
sir, is one of the horrors of war." 

Among the other subjects were 
"Characters I Like, and Why," "Read- 
ing," "Fools." "Summer Vacations," 
"Tea Drinking," "Banness," etc, 

Miss Cameron kindly announced 
the decision of the Judges. She spoke 
of the enjoyment given by so varied 
an entertainment, and of the virtues 
and defects of the speeches. The vir- 
tues were clear articulation, rapidity 
and ease of expression. The defects 
Involved a few underlying principles 
of public speaking. The first thing in 
public speaking Is to define tho subject 
as clearly as possible for your audi- 
ence. She pointed out that It Is wise 
to try to avoid trivial personalities, 
and to generalize as much as pos- 
sible, always bringing one's speech to 
a climax with some generalization. 
The absence of literary allusion was 
regretted, and Miss Cameron said 
that such a subject as "Tea Drinking" 
should not be discussed without men- 
tion of ,Dr. Johnson. All the speak- 
ers agreed' with her conclusion, which 
was that many were now regretting 
lost opportunities. 

The criticisms and decisions of the 
judges, Miss Cameron, Miss Idler and 
Miss Brownj were greatly appreciated. 




YALE UNDERGRADS KILLED IN 
WAR. 

Four Tale undergraduates have died 
In the service of their country since 
our entry into the war, according to 
an announcement in the Yale News. 
Two of the men were killed in ac 
tion in France, last August, while a 
third died as a result of a fall from 
ar aeroplane In a French school. The 
other • man lost his life learning to 
fly in America, at the du Pont school. 
Besides these men, six graduates have 
lost their lives in connection with the 
war, 'four op the Lusitania, one iii an 
automobile accident In an American 
R.O.T.C. camp.i and the other In the 
English Aviation service.

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himself to a study of the questions 
to which his life and activity were 
henceforward to be entirely devoted. 
At Paris he lived in close intercourse 
with the leading French Socialists; 
with Proudhon he often spent whole 
nights in the discussion of economic 
problems. His most Intimate asso- 
ciates, however, were the German ex 
ik-s. By far the most important of 
the acquaintances he made at tins 
time was that with Friedrich Engels. 
When these two men met In Paris in 
1844, the two had already arrived at a 
complete community of views, and for 
nearly forty years continued to be 
loyal friends and comrades-in-arms 

In 1845 Marx, at the' Instance oi 
Prussia, was expelled from Paris. He 
went to Brussels, where he resided 
three years, but in 1848, during the 
revolutionary troubles, he returned to 
Germany, and along with his com 
rades, supported the most advanced 
democracy In the new Rhenish Gaz- 
ette. In 1849 he settled In London, 
where he spent Ills after-life In the 
elaboration of hi* economic views, and 
In the realization of his revolution 
ary programme. In 1859 he published 
a contribution to the criticism of po 
lltlcal economy. This book was for 
the most part Incorporated In the 
flist volume of this great work on 
Capital, which appeared In 1867. Much 
of his later life was spent In ill health, 
due- to the excessive work by which 
he had undermined a constitution that 
had originally been* exceptionally 
healthy and vigorous. He died In 
London, March 14, 1883. 

After the death of Marx "Das 
Kapltal" was completed by the pub 
Ucatlon of the second and third vol 
umes, which were cd,ited by Engels 
from manuscripts left by his friend 
But neither of these two volumes has 
the historical Interest which may be 
fairly claimed for the first. 

To us this book is or special Inter- 
est, because there Is so much in it 
that Is English. Some have gone so 
far as to say that though written in 
German, it is entirely English in 
spirit. Indeed, this would not be 
strange when we remember that much 
of It was written in the British Mu 
seum, and by a man who was a keen 
observer of English Industrial condi- 
tions. Even the method and style of 
"Das Kapltal" • are much more dis 
tlnctly English than German. 

In spfte of a large body, of recent 
literature on the subject of Social 
Ism, the great work of Karl Marx re 
mains the most trenchant expression 
of the Socialist Ideal. It may bo that 
his vlaw of history .is limited, and 
somewhat narrow, It may be that ills 
description of historic evolution is too 
Hegelian In Its simplicity. But when 
the worst is said, "Das Kapltal" ro 
mains a book of the greatest merit as 
being the statement of an Ideal whlck 
has taken firm hold on men's minds. 

The administration which Marx 
ovlnccs for the Middle Ages Is now 
regarded as being largely due to the 
Romanticists. Hyndman, In his book 
;'The Historical Basis of Socialism In 
England," refors to this as the un- 
doubted, cause, and points out that not 
only Is the feeling for the past al- 
lowed too large a place, but that the 
conception of mediaeval life which 
Marx seems to have held is rather 
fantastic. Certainly to a more enlight- 
ened day, there are abundant evi- 
dences of exaggerations that are 
crude, and even unlikely. Marx's cvn 
followers are prepared to admit this. 
Klrkup's "History of Socialism" 
quotes E. Bernstein In defence of 
such a position. It Is surely not too 
much, then, .for us to grant that In 
all probability Karl' Marx felt the 
spell of the renewed interest In ear- 
lier-ages, and that something of the 
glamour and fancy that always clothes 
a distant day, found expression In his 
book. Nevertheless, we must be .>n- 
our guard not to classify Marx with 
the sentimental Socialists of the Owen 
type. Marx Is. distinctly and altoge- 
ther a Socialist of ths philosophical 
or scientific school. Truly "Das Kapl- 
tal" Is colored by the evolutionary 
theory expressed for history by Hogr-l 
and for science by Darwin. Mon 
had become conscious of the Im- 
mense changes which had taken place 
in feudalism and Industrialism, and 
it was felt generally that yet greater 
changes might establish ' an • entlrply 
new system of the relations of man to 
man. We have by the present time 
learned to accommodate ourselves to 
thlB way of thinking, and no one re- 
gards society as in any sense static. 
What the socialism has sprung out of 
the work of Marx has done Is quite evi- 
dent. The chief contribution of Karl 
Marx to Socialist theory and practice 
is his representation of socialism, not 
as an individual fantasy, a Utopian 
dream, but as the inevitable next step 
in tho development of human society. 
Ho has placed socialism, in the ma.'n 
current of the world's history. 

With this bflef sketch of the 0 llfe 
of Karl Marx, and this opolgia pro 
vita ma, wc will turn to the book 
which more than anything else gives 
its author a place In the history of 
political ideals. * ,' 

The greater part of the book Is a 
statement of facts with a view to 
showing the evils of the existing sys# 
tern, and also the forces which inevir= 
ably will transform this system Into 
the Ideal implied In the following pas- 
sage: ï 

"Let us picture a community of free 
Individuals carrying on their work 
with the means of production in com- 
mon, in which tho labour power of 'all 
tho different individuals Is conscious- 
ly applied as the combined labour 
power of the community. . . , Tlie 
total product of our community Is à 
social product. One portion serves as 
fresh' means of production, and re- 
mains social. But another portion Is 
consumed by tho members as means 
of subsistence. The mode of this 
distribution will vary with tho pro- 
ductive organization of the. commun- 
ity and the degree of historical de- 
velopment attained by. the produo-

The Marxian Analysis' 

, I.— The Materialistic Conception .. of 
History. 

( 

Theoretical Marxlanlsm may bè. said 
to rest upon three great theories'i and 
their necessary Implications. 

The first is the well known mater- 
ialistic conception of- history. The 
second, value and surplus value, and 
the third Is the law of Capitalist De- 
velopment, 

In the first place, wo must be care- 
ful to distinguish between tho mater- 
ialistic conception of history and the 
old materialistic philosophy. This 
latter Marx distinctly repudiates. He 
objects to the doctrine of materialism, 
represented by Fenerback, that men 
are simply the products of their en- 
vironment, of their conditions and 
education, and Insists that this, envir- 
onment may Itself be altered by men. 
With this In mind we turn to "Das 
Kapltal." # 

One might expect to find the theory 
which Marx himself regarded as the 
foundation of all his work explicitly 
staged In tho first volume of '.'Das 
Kapltal." But whoever turns to the 
book with expectation will be disap- 
pointed. Nevertheless it Is funda- 
mental to the whole conception of the 
book, and Implied throughout, begin- 
ning with the very first paragraph, the 
theory Is nowhere explicitly set forth 
In clear and comprehensive terms. ! 

The best definition that I can find 
I shall give you. "Historical-' mater- 
ialism is the theory or doctrine that 
the methods of production, distribu- 
tion and exchange, and all the insti- 
tutions and social relations which 
those involve, together with such phy- 
sical factors as race, climate, geo- 
graphical position and fertility of soil, 
constitute the economic environment 
which Is the predominant factof in 
social evolution." As the basis of the

entire superstructure of society, this 
economic environment Is the princi- 
pal but not the exclusive -leternun- 
ant force In the evolution of political 
institutions. Now you will see that In 
such a society there Is bound to be a 
conflict. 

We may then 4 e "ne It as that view 
of the course of history which seeks 
the ultimate cause' and the great 
moving power of all .Important his- 
toric events, In the economic develop- 
ment of society, In the changes In the 
modes of production and exchange, In 
the consequent division of society In- 
to, classes against one another. 

With much of Marx's contention we 
will agree! His emphasis is, on the 
Importance of the economic factor In 
history, and In this we have a na- 
tural reaction from that unreal philo- 
sophy which read nil Hfo in terms of 
Intellectual speculation and Judged It 
beneath the dignity or history to 
lake heed of the oftect "of the ways 
In which men earned their living. It 
Is probably not too much to affirm 
that all history is .now being written 
with this conception In view. 

The other idea Implicit In the ma- 
terialistic conception of history, Is an 
Interpretation of the past and the 
present as a development by Incessant 
struggle of opposing forces. 

In the present day we refer to this 
struggle as between labour and capi- 
tal. To Marx the struggle^presented 
Itself as between proletariat and the 
exploiting -class. Only a blind optim- 
ist would think of denying the fact 
of such a struggle, but it requires 
rin equally blind and equally optimis- 
tic person to agree with Marx iu the 
Inferences he draws from suoh a 



struggle. The present cV.uilct is to 
be the last; the victorious proletariat 
will have no inferior to oppress. La- 
bourers are taught to co-operate in 
factories and workshops. The fall 
of the bourgeoisie or exploiting class 
U absolutely Inevitable, and the vic- 
tory of the* proletariat more so, and 
in the last stage u new society will 
be established without class conflict 
and with social action for social good. 

Valut and Surplus Value. 

Having discovered in the material- 
istic conception of history a key to 
all human achievement, ,Marx pro- 
ceeds to use It to unlock tho secrets 
of the' present epoch, "to disclose the 
essential nature and trend of capi- 
talistic production. The problem was 
to explain the mechanism of exploi- 
tation. His explanation takes the 
form of the theory of surplus, value, 
Which itself rests on a theory of value, 
which is really only a variation cf t'ie 
familiar labor- value doctrine. T;ie' 
view that labor is the source of value, 
rising. naturally In an age when handi- 
craft predlmlnated, was given wav- 
ering but authoritative support by 
Adam -Smith, and adopted, with essen- 
tial modification, in the classic trea- 
tise of Itlcardy. 

Marx begins his demonstration by 
declaring ' that the fact that commo '.• 
ties are exchanged gives proof of tn 
equivalent, "something" possessed In 
common. This common quality can- 
not be a use-value, since exchange Is 
an act characterized by total abstrac- 
tion from use- value; one use- value Is 
as good as another. There is, tiim, 
Marx argues, only one common pro- 
perly left, that of being products of 
labour. The magnitude of value con- 
tained In a commodity Is measured by 
the quantity of abstract human labor 
Embodied, and this quantity again Is 
measured by tho duration of the ef- 
fort. Having stated this broad pro- 
position, ' Marx immediately begins a 
series of Important qualifications. In 
the frst place, tho labor which forms 
the substance of value Is not tho ac- 
tuâl, effort put forth by a specific In-> 
dividual, but .the labor required un- 
der normal conditions of skill, Inten- 
sity and up-to-date appliances. The 
unit In this' homogeneous rund Is «. 
quantum of unskilled labour, simple 
unskilled, average work! Skilled la- 
bor counts only a,s multiplied, simple 
labor, the proportion being fixed by a 
process ,«thnt goes on behind the backs 
of the producers. "Das Kapltal," pp. 
2-7.
